To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1938,  the  first 
complete  year  since  the  formation  of  the  new  Urban  District. 

* * * 

The  area  of  the  District  is  6,892  acres,  a large  proportion  of 
which  is  devoted  to  agriculture,  although  the  population  is  mainly 
an  industrial  one  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  woollen  textiles, 
electric  motors  and  lamps,  and  in  piece  dyeing. 

* * * 

The  worsted  spinning  mill  on  Albert  Square,  Yeadon,  has  been 
closed  down  with  a consequent  unemployment. 

* * * 

The  estimated  population  is  23,220,  leaving  out  the  inmates  of 
the  Mental  Hospital  at  Menston  we  get  the  figure  of  21,200  on 
which  the  vital  statistics  are  based. 

* * * 

There  were  registered  309  live  births — 150  boys,  159  girls--  and 
16  still  births  — 12  boys  and  4 girls. 

* * * 

This  gives  a birthrate  (live  births)  of  14'57  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  with  a still  birthrate  of  '75,  against  15' 1 and  '60 
respectively  for  England  and  Wales. 

* * * 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  263  — 136  males  and  127 
females — equal  to  a deathrate  of  12'4  per  1,000  of  the  population  — 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  1 1'6. 
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There  were  13  infant  deaths — 10  boys  and  3 girls — giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  42  per  1,000  live  births  against  53  for  the 
whole  country.

The  certified  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Section  “ A ” under 
the  summary  of  Vital  Statistics. 

-¥r  * 

It  will  be  noted  that  Cancer  stands  second  among  the  causes 
of  death,  this  disease  accounting  for  36  deaths,  divided  equally 
between  the  sexes.  In  spite  of  all  the  research  which  has  been 
devoted  to  this  scourge  during  the  last  30  years,  it  has  claimed  an 
ever  increasing  number  of  victims  until  the  country’s  total  has  now 
reached  72,000.

The  Cancer  Act  whiqh  recently  received  the  Royal  Assent  has 
two  main  objects,  viz  : — to  provide  addional  modern  facilities  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment;  and  to  encourage  patients  to  give  earlier 
attention,  in  which  rests  the  main  hope  of  any  material  advance 
against  the  ravages  of  this  disease.

The  obligation  of  providing  these  facilities  is  imposed  on  the 
Councils  of  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  who  are  to  present  a 
scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  before  the  31st  March,  1940.

Of  the  13  infant  deaths  no  fewer  than  8 were  due  to  Prematurity 
or  defects  at  birth.  The  low  infant  mortality  rate  of  42  per  1,000 
births  is  one  pleasing  feature  of  the  report ; another  being  the  absence 
of  any  deaths  from  childbirth. 


I here  was  also  no  death  from  any  notifiable  zymotic  disease 
while  the  incidence  rate  of  these  diseases  is  much  below  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1938. 

* * * 

During  the  year  the  Committee  provided  assistance  to  the 
department  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
by  this  we  have  been  able  to  give  better  supervision  to  the  various 
legislations  which  we  administrate. 

* * * 

As  promised  in  my  last  report,  more  attention  should  be  given 
to  smoke  abatement,  therefore,  134  observations  were  made,  36  of 
which  contravened  our  bye  laws,  but,  it  must  be  noted  with 
satisfaction  that  out  of  the  total  observations  the  average  black- 
smoke  was  1'03  minutes  per  half  hour. 

* * -* 

The  Committee  have  been  progressive  in  dealing  with  the 
water  supply  to  the  outlying  districts,  70  visits  have  been  made  and 
30  samples  have  been  taken,  some  of  the  samples  have  been  found 
polluted,  while  one  was  plumbo  solvent. 

* * * 

The  subject  of  Slum  Clearance  has  been  to  the  foremost,  six 
areas  having  been  declared  ; consisting  of  200  houses.  61  other 
buildings  with  a displacement  of  639  persons,  while  7 individual 
houses  were  condemned,  and  one  house  was  closed  for  habitation, 
the  displacement  from  these  being  28  persons. 
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The  Council  have  during  the  year  introduced  differential  renting 
in  the  Council  houses  for  those  families  rehoused  from  the  Clearance 
Areas.

This  system  in  our  estimation  should  be  extended  to  the 
bungalows  which  house  aged  people. 

* * 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  not  given  us  the  total  satisfaction 
which  it  gave  last  year,  the  system  in  Yeadon  and  Rawdon  was 
working  quite  satisfactorily  by  direct  labour,  for  Guiseley  and 
Hawksworth  the  collection  of  refuse  was  let  by  contract,  but, 
unfortunately  this  was  abandoned  during  the  year,  it  Avas  ultimately 
decided  to  do  the  work  ourselves  and  give  a ten  day  collection 
against  a preA'ious  seven,  until  such  times  as  a new  refuse  vehicle 
could  be  obtained,  the  collection  Avas  also  delayed  due  to  the  Avorkmen 
having  to  undergo  A.R.P.  training.

The  collection  has  iioav  been  returned  to  a seven  day  collection. 
* * * 

Conversion  of  48  privy  middens  have  been  made,  Avhile  many 
privies  will  be  demolished  in  Clearance  Areas,  I suggest  that  the 
remaining  privies  Avhich  are  not  capable  of  conA'ersion  should  be 
made  into  pail  closets  and  these  emptied  weekly.

My  thanks  are  due  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  for 
the  encouragement  and  support  you  have  given  me  at  all  time,  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  kindly  co-ordination,  and  my 
clerical  staff  for  the  unfailing  co-operation  and  loyalty  in  the  work 
of  the  department.

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UNEMPLOYMENT  CONDITIONS. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  there  was  considerable  unemploy- 
ment in  the  Woollen  Textile  Industry  and,  in  addition,  Building  and 
outside  works  were  adversely  affected  by  bad  weather.  The  Woollen 
Textile  Industry  remained  slack  and  the  figures  were  further  swollen 
in  May  and  June  by  persons  remaining  unemployed  after  holiday 
stoppages.  Since  July  there  has  been  a definite  improvement  in  the 
main  local  industries,  and  the  slight  rise  in  the  register  in  December 
was  attributed  to  wintry  weather  stopping  outside  works,  such  as 
Building  and  Road  Construction. 

The  position  in  1938  may  be  said  to  have  been  slightly 
worse  than  that  of  the  previous  three  years,  but,  it  should  be  noted 
that,  of  the  persons  shown  as  unemployed,  approximately  half  were 
not  entirely  out  of  work,  but  were  working  short-time.

Doris  M.  Ringrose  and  Dr.  Lawrence  to  whom  we  are  much 
indebted,  while  prizes  were  given  by  Messrs.  William  Wilson  & Sons, 
Ltd.,  Guiseley,  and  Mr.  John  E.  Moore,  Lakeside  Works,  Yeadon. 

School  Competitions  were  held  with  regard  to  essays  for  the 
Senior  children  and  painting  competitions  for  the  Junior  children. 
The  school  children  from  all  the  schools  attended  for  a cinematograph 
demonstration  and  lectures. 

The  attractive  stalls  were  arranged  including  one  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  one  by  the  Surveyors  Department  and  also 
a Dental  display  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  Cookery 
demonstrations  were  held  daily. 

The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by  Mrs.  Creech  Jones, 
supported  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year  a lecture  was  also  given  by  Dr.  E.  A.  \\  ilson 
on  the  “ Prevention  and  cure  of  Tuberculosis.” 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  former  Urban  District  of  Guiseley  is  supplied  by  the 
Council,  the  supply  is  obtained  from  bore  holes  and  drifts,  the 
consumption  varies  Tom 29?ooo  -to  ssjooo  gallons  per  day  making 
approximately  '5o,ooogallons  for  domestic  purposes  and  80,000  gallons 
for  trade  purposes.  A new  bore  hole  was  sunk  at  Netherfield  Road, 
but,  it  was  found  that  it  only  yielded  1,500  to  2,000  gallons  per  hour 
instead  of  15,000  gallons  as  anticipated.  In  view  of  this,  sanction 
was  obtained  for  the  provision  of  a submersible  Dump  at  the  Moor 
Top  Bore  hole  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £ h'00  This  bore  hole  is 
450  ft.  deep,  14  ins.  diameter  and  is  lined  to  a depth  of  96  ft.,  the 
pump  being  situated  at  a depth  of  320  ft.  and  is  now  capable  of 
pumping  10,000  gallons  per  hour. 


The  existing  bore  hole  at  Netherfield  Road,  is  260  ft.  deep, 
24  ins.  diameter,  and  lined  to  a depth  of  96  ft.  and  is  capable  of 
producing  20,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  high  level  water  is  supplied  into  the  Mount  Pleasant 
Reservoir,  while  low  level  drift  supply  is  carried  direct  into  the 
mains.  It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  by  the 
Officials  that  in  view  of  the  precautions  which  should  be  taken  with 
regard  to  Public  Water  Supply,  this  low  level  drift  is  not  above 
suspicion  and  should  be  abandoned.

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The  Yeadon  Waterworks  Company  supply  the  remainder  of 
Aireborough,  approximately  5,100  houses.  The  water  is  collected 
from  Hawksworth,  Burley  and  Bingley  Moors  and  impounded  at 
Reva  Reservoir  and  passes  through  the  new  pressure  filters  situated 
there.  The  second  gathering  ground  is  at  Yeadon  Moor  and  collected 
into  Yeadon  Reservoir  and  filtered  at  the  Peacock  filter  house  by 
pressure  filters. 

There  also  exists  two  bore  holes  at  Kirk  Lane  which  are  only 
used  to  supplement  the  supply  in  summer  months.  The  Company 
are  at  present  constructing  a third  bore  hole  at  Carlton. 

The  consumption  is  accredited  at  approximately  45  gallons  per 
head  per  day,  22  gallons  of  which  is  used  for  trade  purposes.

A new  Booster  plant  has  been  provided  at  Billing  for  supple- 
menting the  supply  to  the  Larkfield  area  which  is  now  satisfactory. 

A new  main  has  been  laid  at  Lower  Queen  Street  to  give  an 
adequate  supply  to  this  area. 

Thirty  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  during  the  last  \e.ir, 
eight  of  which  were  for  Plumbo-Solvency.  The  supply  of  water 
provided  for  the  Royalty  Inn,  was  found  to  be  Plumbo-Solvent,  and 
during  the  year  extensive  alterations  have  been  made  to  this  supply. 
The  private  water  supply  of  Green  Law  Dairy  was  found  to  be 
polluted  and  it  was  eventually  provided  with  the  Public  Supply  from 
the  Yeadon  Waterworks. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the  agreement 
entered  into  by  this  Council  with  the  Bradford  City  Council  for  the 
treating  of  sewage  from  the  Guiseley  area  at  the  Esholt  Works. 
The  Bradford  Corporation  have  now  commenced  laying  the  sewer 
for  the  necessary  connection. 

An  agreement  was  also  entered  into  with  the  Ilkley  District 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  approximately  50  heridita- 
ments  including  the  Mental  Hospital,  the  charge  being  by  measure- 
ment of  flow. 

Tenders  have  been  let  to  replace  the  defective  surface  water 
sewer  in  Otley  Road  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £400. 

Work  has  been  commenced  onconneting  the  Woodhouse  Grove 
School  to  the  general  sewage  system  of  the  district  which  will  be  a 
definite  improvement,  whereby  the  existing  inadequate  tanks  will  be 
abandoned. 

The  Council  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  sewering 
of  the  village  of  Hawksworth.  The  only  means  of  disposal  is  by 
cesspools,  or  a small  privately  owned  sewage  farm  which  takes 
several  houses  in  that  area,  while  in  other  parts  of  the  area  sewering 
should  be  extended  for  there  are  in  this  district  approximately  180 
houses  still  not  connected  to  the  sewer.

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SCAVENGING-HOUSE  REFUSE 


During  the  past  year  4,257  loads  of  refuse  have  been  collected 
including  house  refuse,  trade  refuse,  the  emptying  of  privies  and 
cesspools,  etc. 


The  total  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  during  the  year  was 
£2,918.  Part  of  the  District  was  let  by  Contract  and  during  the 
year  this  was  abandoned  and  the  Council  now  collect  all  refuse  by 
Direct  Labour.

Public  Buildings. 

During  the  year  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  the 
Cricketers  Arms  and  the  White  Cross  Hotel  for  the  closing  down  of 
exposed  urinals.  Notices  were  also  served  on  the  owners  of  the 
Regent  Hotel  and  the  Crown  Hotel  for  re-conditioning  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation,  this  having  now  been  conformed  with, 
while  notices  were  also  served  on  the  owners  of  the  Station  Hotel 
and  Swan  Hotel  and  plans  have  been  approved  by  this  Council  for 
the  necessary  alterations. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Public  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area.  The 
Council  have  been  considering  for  the  provision  of  these  amenities 
during  the  past  year,  but  have  not  yet  come  to  their  final  decision. 
There  are  swimming  baths  connected  with  Aireborough  Grammar 
School,  and  a recently  built  bath  at  Woodhouse  Grove  School. 
Samples  have  been  taken  and  proved  satisfactory  in  both  cases, 
chlorination  and  Alteration  by  pressure  filters  are  carried  out. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district  except  fish  and  chip 
shops,  which  are  scheduled  as  such  in  the  Guiseley  area,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  bye-laws  will  be  made  to  schedule  these  places  as 
offensive  trades  in  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  are  approximately  45  dwellings  of  this  type  in  the  district 
and  the  total  number  of  inspections  are  16.  The  Council  have  not 
yet  made  any  bye-laws  under  Section  268  (4)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  remove  all  persons  from 
Clearance  Areas  and  Individual  unfit  houses  into  Council  houses, 
and  that  the  furniture  and  belongings  should  be  fumigated  while  in 
the  course  of  removal  and  carried  out  by  block  fumigation  in  the 
removal  van  and  carried  out  by  contract.  We  much  regret  that  the 
same  supervision  is  not  employed  with  regard  to  the  letting  of 
houses  to  ordinary  applicants  which  would  be  a safeguard  to  the 
Council’s  property,  if  before  a person  is  allowed  to  remove  into  a 
Council  house  an  inspection  was  made  whether  the  persons  house 
in  which  they  reside  is  free  from  vermin. 

During  the  year  3 Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested, 
and  immediate  action  was  taken  to  disinfest  same,  4 other  houses 
were  disinfested  due  to  vermin. 

Any  isolated  cases  are  eradicated  by  the  Local  Authority  the 
method  employed  is  by  stoving  and  block  fumigation. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  WORK  PLACES. 

During  the  past  year  61  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Factories 
and  Workshops  in  the  district. 

Sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  Westfield 
Mills,  Yeadon  by  the  installation  of  five  water  closets  to  replace  the 
existing  privy  middens,  and  improvements  are  now  being  carried  out 
to  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  Manor  Mills,  Yeadon. 

Notices  have  been  sent  to  five  owners  of  workshops  to  provide 
satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation,  while  eight  notices  have  been 
issued  regarding  the  cleansing  of  premises. 

Much  work  has  been  carried  out  with  a view  to  securing 
satisfactory  escape  in  case  of  fire,  26  visits  having  been  made  and 
16  certificates  having  been  issued.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF 

FOOD 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  inspect 
all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  various  slaughter  houses,  during  the 
first  six  months  owing  to  inadequate  staffing  it  was  impossible  often 
due  to  other  work,  that  a full  compliment  of  visits  were  not  made, 
but,  since  the  necessary  assistance  has  been  provided  every  carcase 
has  been  inspected. 

During  the  year  189  separate  surrenders  of  diseased  meat  were 
made,  135  being  due  to  tuberculosis  and  54  to  other  diseases,  the 
whole  totaling  to  approximately  10,952  lbs.  There  has  been  no 
cause  to  seize  any  food  to  be  condemned  by  the  Magistrates,  the 
butchers  of  the  district  having  co-operated  with  the  Inspectors  in 
every  case. 

The  total  number  of  private  slaughter-houses  is  18,  made  up 
of  one  registered  and  17  licensed. 

Last  year  it  was  recommended  in  the  report  with  regard  to 
whether  a public  abattoir  is  not  a natural  solution  of  an  efficient 
control  and  production  of  food  under  the  best  hygienic  conditions, 
we  were  under  the  impression  that  under  the  live  stock  commission 
a regional  abattoir  would  be  made  in  the  nearby  city  of  Leeds,  but, 
it  is  regretted  up  to  present  no  indication  has  been  made  by  the 
above  mentioned  commission  where  they  are  going  to  establish  the 
two  experiment"']  abattoirs,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  comments 
which  were  made  in  our  last  years  report  are  more  applicable 
than  ever.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 


Although  there  are  and  have  been  constituted  various  methods 
of  furthering  the  milk  supplies  of  this  Country,  little  of  any  effort 
has  been  made  to  deal  with  unsatisfactory  milk. 

We  have  heard  that  milk  which  is  produced  under  the  best 
hygienic  conditions  and  coming  within  the  province  of  designated 
milk  is  often  used  for  trade  purposes  on  account  of  inadequate  out- 
let, while  milk  produced  in-  old  buildings  which  are  practically 
impossible  to  be  brought  to  a high  standard  is  used  and  distributed 
in  the  public  supply.  We  feel  that  the  time  is  now  come  when 
satisfactory  legislation  should  be  made,  that  milk  should  be  only 
distributed  to  the  public  which  is  produced  under  the  best  conditions 
and  from  cows  which  are  suitable  and  free  from  disease,  while  milk 
which  is  either  doubtful  in  purity  from  disease,  or  produced  under 
doubtful  conditions,  should  be  only  used  for  trade  purposes,  it  is 
with  regret  that  we  find  that  under  the  amended  legislation  which 
has  been  introduced  and  which  is  largely  becoming  operative,  it  has 
not  given  power  for  a Local  Authority  to  remove  unsatisfactory 
producers  from  the  Register,  until  such  action  is  taken  real  progress 
will  be  rejected. 

Milk  Supply.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Enteric  Fever. 

There  was  one  case  notified  during  the  year  this  occured  at  the 
West  Riding  Mental  Hospital  where  it  was  isolated. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  28  Scarlet  Fever  cases  gave  an  incidence  rate  of  1'2  per 
1,000  of  the  population  against  2'41  for  England  and  Wales. 


Diphtheria. 

There  were  16  cases  of  Diphtheria  which  gives  a rate  equal 
to  '689  against  1'58  for  the  whole  country. 

Immunisation  against  this  disease  has  been  continued,  175 
children  have  been  treated  at  various  school  clinics,  in  addition  to 
those  done  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  by  private  practitioners. 


Measles. 

During  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year  we  had  a 
widespread  epidemic  of  Measles  causing  a marked  diminution  in  the 
attendance  in  the  infant  department  of  our  schools.  Fortunately 
the  weather  was  favourable  and  the  complications  common  to  the 
disease  much  less  marked  than  usual.  There  were  2 deaths. 

An  outbreak  of  German  Measles  of  a mild  type  followed  the 
Measles  epidemic. 


Tuberculosis. 

25  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  21  of 
which  were  ,'of  a respiratory  nature.  It  is  essential  that  rersons 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  should  observe  every  precaution,  for 
instance,  spitting  scatters  the  germs  of  disease.  Do  not  cough  into 
other  peoples  faces,  don’t  swallow  your  phlegm,  but,  spit  into  a 
special  bottle,  if  possible  sleep  in  a separate  room,  but,  don't  sleep 
in  the  same  bed  as  anybody  else.  Don’t  kiss  anybody  on  the  lips, 
keep  your  windows  open,  attend  your  doctor  regularly,  if  these 
precautions  were  adopted  in  every  case  the  prevalance  of  infection 
would  be  considerably  diminished.
